way shall enter this Province, there re- 
mains another con.sideration which we 
do not think the Canadian Government 
will bo found prepared to ignore. Wo 
refer to the claims that tho people in 
the settled parts of the Province have 
upon tho Government. A lino carried 
north of the Gith parallel of latitude — ■ 
north, in fact, of tho mountain 
system of British Columbia, and 
terminating at the mouth of Skccna 
River, would not approach any- 
where near the settled portions of the 
Province, would divert the stream of 
traffic and commerce from its present 
channel, and would create now interests 
and build up new communities remote 
fromexistingtrade-ceutres. Theadoption 
of a furnorthernlineand terminus would 
therefore prove disastrous to tho pre.s- 
ent population of the Province, and the 
army of consumers that would be at- 
tracted by tho prospect of employment 
on railway construction would be fed 
Avith foreign produce until the country 

• through which the line was to pass be- 
came sufficiently advanced to sui)ply 

' them. To the task of preventing such 
disaatrous consequences the Govern- 
ment will unquestionably apply ilxelf, 
and we entertain littlo doubt that 
should either Pine or Peace River 
passes be adopted a line of railway 
to Esquimau or the head of Bute 
Inlet will be comraenced at an early 
date and pushed forsvard to rapid com- 
pletion. A policy that comprehended 
the construction of two lines — one that 
would end at Skeeiiamouth and another 
at Bute Inlet — was recommended by 
Mr. Sandford Plk-MINO some years 
ago, and was suggested by Mr. Marci;s 
Smith in his recent examination before 
'Railway '^Committee at Ottawa.

T or appear in public as alunatic, George 
Feanois Train is very remarkable for 

"•■want" of common sense, and he made a 

"fortune on this continent by talking 
nonsense and telling the multitude that 
bankors were robbers and railroad 
kings plunderers. This Frenchman is 
another George FnANCis, but far moie 
dangerous because he is willing to risk 
his life in putting his theories into 
■ practice. He says; — "He has no theo- 
ry ; that he is not a professor of politics 
hut a man of action." Ho hates the 
Church and says; — "What exists isbad; 
something else must take its place, and 
gradually things will become what they 
ought to be. The revolutionary party 
will apply the necessary reforms. First 
and foremost France must bo un-Chris- 
tianized. She must be rid not only of 
Catholicity but of Christianity. Tho 
Catholics aro now the masters. We 
have still the Inquisition. It no longer 
burns, but it imprifrons. The magis- 
trates sentence according to its orders. 
Journalists are condemned because they 
turn religion into derision. It ought 
to be allowable to turn religion into de- 
rision in tho name of reason. I have 
seen a journalist condemned because ho 
had .said 'there was no force without 
matjter aiid no matter without force. ' 
It is abominable. The real conspirators 
are the Catholics and the clergy." If 
this gentleman gets nut of jail ho will 
create a sensation.

When anybody is arrested in a 
Russian city tho fact is kept a secret, 
and everybody who calls at tho arrest 
ed person's house is also put under- 
arrest. One; of tho persona recently 
arrested at St. Petersburg was a ]>hysi- 
cian in good practice; and it" so hap- 
pened that at tho time he was captur- 
ed a child was taken ill in a family 
which he was in the habit of attending. 
During the night the child's illness 
became so alarming that the father 
went to fetch the doctorj but on ar- 
riving at tho house he was seized on by 
tho police and carried ofl" in spito of 
his protests. The mother waited an 
hour or more and finding that her hus- 
band did not return, went herself to 
the physician's house, where she, too, 
was arrested. Meanwhile the child re- 
mained alone in tho house, and on the 
following morning it was dead. 

Three livings were ofiered at auction 
in London a few clays ago. Warfield, 
eight miles from Windsor, with a vicar- 
age rebuilt in 18G1 and surrounded by 
well-timbered land.s, eighteen acres of 
globe, a po])ulation of 800, a net in- 
come of .§2,05.') annually, and an in-

The Standard attributes the reduction 
to local party bickerings and extensive 
bribery by tho Liberals. 

The Liberals at Leeds have nominat- 
ed Mr. Gladstone as a candidate with 
Mr. Barran next election. His nom- 
ination for Leeds shows that hi.i elec- 
tion for Midlothian is doubtful. 

Tho Right Hon. Hugh C.E. Childors, 
who in March last was offered and de- 
clined the office of Agent-General for 
the colony of Victoria, has consented 
to act as chairman (without salary) of 
the Board of Advice at the agency of 
the colony, of which Board as an ex- 
ecutive councillor of the colony he is an 
honorary member. In that capacity 
Mr. Childers will exercise the ordinary 
powers of the office of Agent-General. 

In tho House of Commons Mr. Mac- 
donald (Stafford) asked tho Under Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs if there were 
any further papers in respect to the oc- 
currences which took place in Fortune 
Bay, Newfoundland, January, 1878, 
than that which closed with a letter 
from the American Ambassador, dated 
9th November, 1878; if so, M-ould ho 
lay them upon tho table, or if the mat- 
ter had been arranged would he state 
the terms of that agreement. Mr. 
Bourke (Under-Foreign Secretary) re- 
plied that all the communications which 
had so far taken place would be found 
in the papers which had already been 
laid upon the table of the House. 

A ghastly discovery has just been 
made in tho coal cellar of a house. No. 
3 Euston square, London. A lad was 
cleaning the cellar, prior to a load of 
coals being deposited there, when he 
found human remains. The police were 
at once communicated with, and medi- 
cal men examined the corpse, which 
was that of a wonmn. The hands and 
legs were severed from the trunk; the 
flesh of the face had nearly decompos- 
ed, while that of tho body was either 
shrunli^en or decomposed. Auburn 
hair adhered to the scalp; and round 
tho neck wa"s a clotlies-linp, coiled 
twice, the rope appearing to have been 
embedded in the flesh. The body was 
drcs.sed in a silk gown, and an expen- 
sive lace fichu, fastened with a "fia.sh 
jewellery" brooch, was wra])ped round 
the shoulders. It is supposed that a 
murder has been committed. The 
house for three years — about which 
time tho doctors state that the body 
has possibly been iu its present state — 
has been in the tenancy of Mr. Baston- 
dorff, a lodgiiig-house keeper, the pre- 
vious occupant being Mr. Milnes, a 
sculptor, who is said to have left sud- 
denly. 

Messrs. Bass, whose name is insepar- 
ably associated with pale ale, or "bittah 
beeah," have obtained an injunction 
restraining Mcs;jrB. Worthington, brew- 
ers, of Beccles, for regisjjcring a trade- 
mnrk in the shape of a triangle, in the 
mi Ist of which is a church — Beccles 
uuurch to wit. Bass maintained that 
he had used the triangle for years, and 
that his ale was_9ydeted|fl8.^tengle-ale: 
whereas Worthington"'dr|ued^'that a 
triangle v.-a?, common property, and 
that if he put a church inside the trade- 
mark -ivas quite distinct from that of 
Mr. Bass aforesaid. But the Master 
of tho Rolls decided against this view. 
He said he was" most 'tarailiar with 
trademarks, arid" His- experiejice was 
that a highly reputed firm has no end 
of imitations of their trademark. Such 
a thing was not creditable. .He could 
not help saying that thisfwas : an in- 



fringement of a trademark of a cele- 
brated firm; and therefore, granted an 
injunction, with costs.""" 

Mr. Graham Berry, now in London 
pushing the fortunes of the people of 
Victoria, who have great confidence in 
his litatesmauship, five and twenty 
years ago was a linen draper's assistant 
in the King's Road, Chelsea, and after- 
wards set up in that business on his 
own account. He was, however, dis- 
satisfied with that life; and emigrated 
to Australia. 

Referring to tho efTccts of severe 
weather on life and health, the Man- 
chester (rtiar<(ta» says that tho deaths 
in Manchester from diseases of the 
lungs from January 1 to April'26 were 
535 in excess of those during the first 
four mouths of 1G78. 

Tho Illustrated Aciw state.s that Mr. 
E. M. Hunt, late of Gravesend, directs 
by his will that his body may be used 
for dissection, hut, if not so used, ho 
directs that two or more of the princi- 
pal arteries of the body may bo divided 
before it is placed in the coffin or pre- 
pared for burial. 

There has been a great run on the 
last published volume of Mr. Theodore 
Martin's Life of the Prince Consort, 
and a second edition is now on sale. 
The first edition consisted of five thou- 
sand co])ies, and this has been disposed 
of in about a fortnight, an unusuaLsale 
for so expensive a book. 

The London Globs says it is to be 
feared that the additional security 
given to the bills of sale by tho alter- 
ation of tho law making them now 
valid against trustees in banlcruijtoy 
has tended largely to encourage anil in- 
crease tho operations of a class of 
money l^enders who charge exorbitant 
rates. 

Lord Thurlow's motion for opening 
tho Bri.-itol Museum and National 
Gallery on the Sunday was Inst by fi7 to 
59 votes. 

The Bishop of Salford has issued an 
address to the clergy of his diocese in- 
structing them, in view of tho great 
uneasiness which "is felt in diflbrent 
parts of tho country as to tho agricul- 
tural prospects of this year," to make 
use of special prayers for the fruits of 
the earth until the end of June. 

Tlio Prince of Wales will make a 
tour of the Australian colonies next 
year. His Royal Highness was earn- 
estly besought to open tho Sydney Ex- 
hibition in October next, but it was 
found impossible to comply with this 
request. A definite promise has, how- 
ever, been now given that he will be 
present at tho opening of the Mel- 
bourne Exhibition next year.

"'■ ■ Tlie Court opened at 10.15 .-i. in., when 

' the case of John Tod, jr., indictod for 
sheep stealing, wa.s rcsiiniod. 

David Hope, .sworn — -I liavo been resid- 
ing on Pender Island; Tod's place is at 
the opposite end of the island to mine; 
left there about 3 weeks agD; there are no 
other permanent residents except Buck- 
ley and myself ; wo formerly wore part- 
ners; Buckley lives tlireo-quarters of a 
mile off; I was familiar with Buckley's 
sheep; there aro some Indians at the other 
end of the island but I never saw them. 
(Witness hero explained to the jury the 
respective positions of his, Tod's and 

*■ Buckley's claims on a map of Pender Is- 
land.) 

Cross-o.\aiiiinod — The fences dividing 

■ the claims are very lung; we only count 
our sheep once a year— wlion wo alioar 
them; durin:,' the rest of the year they 
run at largo; nearly all tlio islands norvr 
Ponder Island have r.heop on them; it has 

• happened that when we take up our sheep 
to shear them we have found them mixed; 
it is quite possible that the fencoa could 
l)C knocked down in inclemoiit weather. 

"To His Lordship- I believe Indians re- 
side on the island besides Tod's; I em- 

' ploy none nor does Buckley. 

Dick, an Indian, in the employ of pri- 
soner as a shepherd on Pender Lsland, do- 
posed — I remember the smoky weather 
last year; recollect seeing sonic sheep on 
the point of the island wliich did not be- 
long to Tod; this was about a month after 
the foggy weather; Tod left tlio island in 
his sloop a short time ■'before I saw the 
strange sheep; my kloochman told mo so; 
John Tod caiiio mice a month to the ifihiul 
with provlsiona; tho atranao sheep wore 
marked the same as those Tod gave back 
to Mr. Deans; did not see them in tho 
corral; sonic time ago Tod told me to 
drive up all tho sheep; I got two other 
Indiana to assist me; 1 then saw some 
sheop that I know were not Tod's; thoy 
were driven with tho rust into the con-al 
lind Inul the same kind of m;irk nn them 
fts those given back to Jlr. Deans; 1 did 
not SCO Tod after the sheep were put into 
tho corral, but I told tlic Indians who 
helped me to tell him they were there; 
Jolui Tod was In the habit of coming to 

,. the island ill tho same sloop all tho time, 
Cross-esamincd— lioinombui'Mr. Deans 
ooming to tlio island; it was sonio time 
after tho smoky weather; 1 think Tod was 
there about a month previous; ho did not 

, no, to his hou.se on the upper end of tho 

"island; Tom and Jake stopped with ino 
tl»M6;Hifin.tlj8 on the ialan«! during that 
time did'not see John Tod there; about 
3 weeks passed between tho time that Tod 
was there and Tom and Jako's leaving. 
' Frank Richards, assistant draughtsman, 

^,ln tho Lands and Works office, pointed 
out to the jury on a map produced the ox- 
not localities of tho prisoner's property on 
Pender Island. He owns C44 acres out 

^ of a peninsula of some 2,000 acres in OX- 

' tont. 

Robert HoUoway proved tho insertion 
of an advertisement in tho Slandard offer- 
ing a reward of §50 for the recovery of 
tli^ sheep. 

Mr. McCrcighf stated that this closed 
the oaso for tho prosecution. 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Robertson then procuoded to 
briefly address tho jury in behalf of the 
defence, stating that the evidence he was 
about to adduce would prove most oon- 

'clusivoly that his client was almost con- 
tinuously in tho city of Victoria at tho 
time it was alleged the sheep were stolon 
and that ho had no knowledge that the 

.sieep were on Ponder Island until so in-, 
formed by the pro.secutor; the first wit- 

'nosa the learned counsel would call would 

. bof-Mr,' Burns, teller in tjioj^-ib'ant-.bf 
Britialilforth America. 
J, H. Bums, swoin, deposed' that lie is 



teller in tho bank of British North 
America and cashed a note for defendant 
on October 28th, 1870. 

J. D. Gwythor, general clerk at tho 
bank of British Columbia, deposed that 
he discounted a note for tho defendant 011 
October 18th, 1878. 

E. B. Marvin, ship chandler, deposed 
that he had transactions with the defend- 
ant on the 7th,.and 11th and Spth^Octqb- 
sr; sold hira, zi^jo, . .pat^vui^ .TJiitgh and 
sheathing metal used tbr'thb botioma of 
vessels. 

J. Ooodacro, sworn, deposed that on 
October 14th he had a personal transaction 
with tho defendant, having, bought, 21 
sheep from him for §65. \: ^ 

J. Laumeister deposed that" oh October 
4th, 12fch, 15th and Slst - had poraonal 
transactions on the part of the firm of 
Lauineistor & Armstrong with tho do- 
fondant. On tho 17th October loaned 
him §50 which he repaid to me on Octob- 
er 25th. - 

Wnt. McNish, book-keeper, said ho was 
employed by F. Roynoltls, butcher, in 
October last. On the 30th October luado 
an entry of a payment of S108 for sheep 
bought of Tod; saw tho payment made by 
Mr. Holmes. 

John Koddy, deposed that he saw tho 
defendant on tixe 7th October when ho 
was repairing his sloop at Oak Bay, and 
again on the 20th October at his own 
house. 

Frank Saunders deposed that ho was 
with tho defendant electioneering all day 
cn tho 21st October; saw him again the 
next morning in his (witness') house on 
Fort street ; saw him again on the 24th 
an<r received some $40 from him; defend- 
ant slept at his (witness') house on the 
night of tho 27th October; saw him again 
on May 1st and paid him back the rtoney 
previously received on account of rent 
for the Victoria Driving Park Society. 

Jas. S. Drummond deposed tliat he was 
with tho defendant on October 8th at 
Foul Bay, and on 11th October at the same 
place when ho (defendant) was covered 
with tar and repairing his sloop; also was 
with him (defendant) on tho21tli October 
electioneering and he dined at witness' 
house on that evening; thinks ho saw him 
tlio next day; saw him at Victoria on 
2<Jth October. 

The Court here took a recess of 45 min- 
utes. 

J. P. Bowker, examined— Knows the 
defendant; tho .sloop .-Vtlanta was ashore 
on tho beach two weeks in October last, 
and was damaged; does not know who re- 
paired her; 8.\w Jolin Tod daily while the 
sloop- was on , the beach; saw hmi daily 
after the sloop was taken away; sfild 
sheep to Tod about tho 25th of October 
I and delivered them to him on tho 3rd of 
I Novonibor. Thoy were put on board his 
I sloo]) that day; knows tho mark on Tod's 
sheep; a hole in the right car and a notch 
: in tho under part of tlie loft ear. 
I Cross-examined by Mr. McCreigiit— 
I Thq sloop was blown on shore about the 
first of October and not a week earlier; 
! made no entry of the date; lives within a 
I stone's throw of the place, and was often 
I in town; Tod could not ho away a day 
I without my knowing it; Tod might bo 
I away in September; in coming to town 
I witness passed Tod's house; will not swear 
that I saw Tod daily in November or De- 
! comber; am a brother-in-law of Tod's; have 
been on Ponder Lsland; can go there in 4 
hours with a good tide; thore arc two 
other boats in tiio bay; own a share in tho 
Atlanta. 

By tho Court— Was the boat on tho 
beach two or throe weeks? 

Witness— Two weeks. 

McLiance Oran, sworn — Am a ship 
carpenter; in October last repaired the 
sloop Atlanta; she was on tho beach with- 
in tiOO yards of Bowkor's house. 

Ira Wilson, sworn — Live at Cadboro 
Bay; Tod has a sloop called tho Atlanta; 
in the middle of October she was in 
tljB bay opposite to niy house and part 
of tho timo under water; she was raised 
on the 2nd of Nov. ; witness took her 
round to Oak Bay on the 3rd of Nov. and 
left her thore; did not boo her when she 
was on the beach near Bowkor's hoiiso; 
cannot say hf,-!W long she was sunk in the 
water. 

Oross*examined' — ^Hcard Isaac Tod say 
on the 21st of October that they were 
going away that night; John was drosstd 
as if he were intending to go bourd; wit- 
ness did not SCO the Tods during the 
next few days, 

W. Leigh, sworn— Am clerk of the 
Police Court; /an information was laid 
against Suck, an Indian, by James Deans, 
who swore that two sheep were stolen and 
killed by Suck; Suck was before the Police 
Court and was discharged; John Tod was 
committed for trial on tlio 1st of JIay. 

F. Martin, sworn — Was on duty in 
tho gaol, and reineinbor Suck, the Indian 
charged with sheep stealing; had a cun- 
vorsation with him; Suck told witness 
thatDeaiis promised not to prosecute him 
if ho would give testimony against John 
Tod ; Suck was a prisoner in the gaol at 
the time John Tod was on trial in the 
Police Court. 

Cross-examined — Suck aajd he was in !\ 
wmo ftt soa and thought h(i saw tho .At- 
lanta with sheep on it, and that Deans 
said to Suck, "If you go against Tod I 
won't ])rosecute y u." 

John A. Anderson, sworn — John Tod's 
sheep are black faced ; ho liad no white 
faced sheop on tho iBlaiul in October; 
witness ducfi not kuu\v what sort of sheep 
wore on the island in March. 

Mr. A. R Robertson proceeded to ad- 
dre-s.s the jury for tho defence. He al- 
luded to the rcspoct.ablo connecticjiis of 
the accused and said the charges were two 
in number — with having sheep in liis poa- 
session knowing them to bo stolen, and 
with Btenling Ihein. The facts of tho 
case were that between the 18th and 20lli 
of October- Air. Doans missed some .slieep 
and in a few days after ho miasod home 
more, In the month of January he goos 
to Ponder Island and Hoarchea in vain for 
his property. In the month of Marcli he 
returns to the isladd and hnds one .sheep 
which ho identited as his property. The 
defendant is charged with-^ taking theso 
shoop in the Atlantji in tlio month of Oc- 
lobpr. Thu only evidenjo in support of 
tho charge is that given by Suck. Mr. 
Deans evidently believes that Mr. Tod 
took the sheep and ho takes before you as 
a witness the ve^ person who he knows 
was aooused of aheep stealing in tho 
month of April. Mr. Deans was so re- 
solved to have the testimony of Suck that 
ho had him arrested at Plumper's Pass 
and brofght down to Victoria whore he 
was kept in gaol until Ted was committed 
for trial, Suck prepared a story to se- 
cure his own liberty, but on cross-exam- 
ination he contradicts himself and proves 
vory clearly that ho was not a truthful 
witness. 'Tho story ho tolls of tho At- 
anta and tho alioep is a vory strange story 
indeed, He did not see the shoop, ho 
heard no human voice, he did not say it 
was tho Atlanta but ho thought it was. 
He heard that Doans had lost tho sheop 
about that time and he never said a word 
about it to Deans or to any othev pev-son. 
Several witnesses have proved to you that 
tl\o sloop Atlanta was not fit for sea from 
the 1st of Ootober to the middle of thQ 
ponth, and Mr, Bowker tells you he saw 
Tod every day during the month of Oo- 



tobcr.- Mr; DeamTBays,''" "My 'sheep were 
tak n before'the"27th of October." In the 
month of January Mr. Deans searched 
Pender Island and found none of his 
sheep tl'.ero and he was assisted by several 
Indi'.ns. At tho end of March he goos 
again to Pender Island and meets tho ac- 
cused who said,, '.'I did nofekpow.that you 
hlid anytsi^eyiheBi'l 'mtH'E<S& tassiats 
him to make the search and takes tho 
sheep across the bay in his sloop at tho 
request of Mr. Deans. Now, gontloiuen, 
if goods aro found in a man's house a 
short timo after they aro stolen it is pre- 
sumptive evidence that he knows they 
were stolen. But in this case it 
is eloarly proved that Mr. : Tod 
does not reside on tho island and that ho 
visits it not oftener than once a month in 
winter; the island belongs to several 
parties; tho ouo sheep found in Tod's 
possession is no evidence against - him; it 
might have been in a largo llopk without 
his knowledge; there is no evidence to 
show you that the difference between one 
of Tod's shoop and one of Deans' is so 
groat that it is vory easy to know one 
from tho other; you cannot boliovo, 
gentlemen, that Mr. Tod would think of 
taking some of Deans' ilock for sale to 
Victoria butchers who had been in tho 
habit of buying sheep from Deans. The 
Gonduet of Mr. Tod was highly creditable 
to him. If he were guilty is it possible 
that ho would so willingly have rendered 
assistance to Doans in his search for tho 
sheep! Mr. Drummond tells you that 
Mr. Tod dined with him on tho 21st of 
October, and Frank Saunders tolls you 
that ho saw him on the 24th of October. 
On tho 28th ho has transactions in the 
Bank of British North America. Several 
other witnesses havo accounted for his 
presence every day during tho month of 
October. Tlio case for tho Crown estab- 
lishes the innoconco of thu prisoner. If 
the sheep were stolen between the 9th 
and 28th of October it ia perfectly certain 
thoy were not stolen by John Tod. Mr. 
Deans says that some of the ahoep ho lost 
about the middle of October were found 
on American territory in Marcli. Would 
it not be rcaaoiiablo to suppose that tho 
person who .stole the .sheep and put thom 
on American territory was also tho per- 
son who stole tlio sheep found on Pender 
Island! To protect liimsolf the thief 
would very naturally wish to hide some 
of them there. 1 leave tlio case, gentle- 
men, in your hands. It is not my duty 
to mislead a jury. I never succeed so 
well as when I place tho whole case be- 
fore them without any coloring. Do not, 
gentlemen, without suOicient ovideiico, 
blast the character of this young man 
and break the heart of his old father. 

Mr. McCreigiit, in addressing tho jury 
on behalf of tho pru.seciition, said that his 
learned friend for tlio defence, although 
devising a very able tlieoiy, had not 
shown how tho 28 sheep found on Pender 
Island came there unless tliey were sur- 
reptiously taken t'loro. It was not prob- 
able that thoy co\;ld havo been found on 
the defendant's ponin.^ula unless either 
1)0 convoyed them there or some 
two or three thieves had taken them tliero 
and voluntarily run tho risk of being prose- 
cuted as slieep-stealers without any ob- 
ject in view. Tho sheep moreover bore 
the brand adopted by Tod and the learn- 
ed counsel would ask how that brand got 
on them. The counsel for the dofonce 
had also submitted that Tod had not visit- 
ed the island for several months. But was 
that at all probable ! Was it likely that a 
man with tho interests that Tod had on 
Ponder Island would keep away from it 
for any lonjfth of time? He contended 
not. His learned friend had oasf .severe 
reflections on tho prosecutor in tho case, 
but his (.Mr. McCreight's) belief v.as that 
the ].roHecutor had acted in a very praise- j 
worthy manner in the matter. What mo- j 
tivc could Mr. Deans have for an im- j 
proper prosecution! He got back all 
his sheop with tho exception of 
eleven. It was to the learned 
counsel's mind a most unaccountable mat- 
ter that Tod could hayc in his possession 
sheep belonging to Deans without being 
aware of tho fact. The defendant was 
acquainted with the characteristics of 
Deans' sheep, inasmuch as he had had 
frequently to pass through Deans' pro- 
perty and had doubtless observed the 
sheop, being himself a sheep dealer. The 
sheep were moreover distinctly marked 
with Deans' brand and tho fact that 
Deans did not find them when ho first 
visited the island in the nionth of Janu- 
ary might be accounted for by the cir- 
cumstance that Deans had no auspicion 
that Tod had taken them and consequent- 
ly did iKit go to tlio right part of tho 
island. It should also bo remc-mborcd that 
travel on tho idiaiul was very difhcult at 
that period. Tho learned counsel sub- 
mitted that inasmuch as all tho defend- 
ant's servants knew of tho presence of the 
sheep amongst his own it. was highly im- 
probable that he (the defendant) was not 
also aware of it. It seemed itrango to 
the learned counsel that the brothers of 
the defendant had not been called to 
show how thp sheep caingto Ponder Island. 
The brand of the sheen found on Sentinel 
Island had also been altered in a similar 
manner to that pursued on Ponder Island. 
Tho learned counsel then pointed out to 
the jury that tlio islands of the firchipola- 
go wove subject to tho dopredationa of 
shcop-stealora and that the ca.se now un- 
der discrimination was worthy tho most 
serious consideration. It was most un- 
reasonable to suppose that any person i 
would go to Tod's pro-om[;tion and ])laco j 
sheep there, deface Deans' brand and put j 
on Tod's brand unl(;sa Tod was a party to i 
the theft, . . ' 

Tho learned Chief J ustice then j)ro- | 
ceeded to review the evidence. His Lord- i 
ship alluded" to tho fact that the defend- j 
ant's sloop had been seen near to the spot | 
where .Deans stated he found tho foot- I 
inark^ of tho alioop, Doans traced his | 
shoop to that spot, and an easy inference | 
might be drawn that tho sheop had boon j 
placed on board the sloop and taken to | 
Pender Island. The question then arose I 
who placed them on board the sloop ? Tho I 
defontiant made no complaint of trespass, } 
and if no claim for restitution had been 
made the g.'tin would have boon Tod's | 
without a doubt. Tho evidence had j 
shown that Deans' shoop wore entirely 
different from Tod's; tho brand had been 
obliteratiad and yet it was alleged that 
the defendant had been foolish enough to 
loavo them among.'^t liis own sheep, which 
wore white- faced, It was strange in his i 
Lordship's opinion that none of the In- i 
di.ans had noted tho fact that Deans' sheep 
found on the island were black-iacod and 
that led him to ascertain that Tod also 
had some black-faced #heep... Tlxo theory 
put forth by the counsel for thV dnfenco 
might be said to consist of two distinct 
sets of alibis; one to show that from tho 
8th to the 31st of October Tod was 
frequently in tho City of Victoria and 
that ho was also engaged in repair- 
ing his sloop; tho other went; to show 
that tho sloop Atlanta was undergoing re- 
pairs ivud wa.s not seaworthy. The learn- 
ed counsel for tho defence had accounted 
for the whereabouts of tho prisoner 
almost every day_ during tho month 
of October, the chain of ovidenoo show- 
ing transaatioQS In which he had been en- 
gaged. If tho jury could boliovo this evi- 



dence the alibi wbild in a great degree 
go to prove the innocence of tho prisoner. 
VS''ith reference to the shcop being on tho 
prisoner's property, His Lordship direct- 
ed the jury that thoy would have to satis- 
fy themselves tliat they were there with a 
guilty knowledge on the part of Tod. It 
was possible that Tod might havo gone to 
tho island and never found oiit tMt the 
strange sheep were there, inasmuch as 
the witness Hope had explained that it 
was the habit of settlors to count their 
sheep only onco a year— when they were 
driven up to be sheared. Hi.s Lordship 
remarked that tho case was a most em- 
baraasing one, and whilst directing the 
jury to allow no iaisa sontinieBt to in- 
nuehc'o their' decision pointed out to thom 
that it was their duty, if thoy had a rea- 
sonable doubt, to give the prisoner the 
benefit of it. Ho would leave thom to 
discuss this thorny case as best thoy 
could. 

■The Jury thon retired and after an ab- 
aoncd of 10 miriutoa returned with a vor- 
diet of "Not Guilty." 

Tho Court thon adjourned until 10 
o'clock on Monday morning next, at 
which hour the case of Ralph Ingham, in- 
dictod for stealing from a graveyard, will 
be called on. Petty Jurors are notified 
to bo in attendance.

Play- 
fair having been arrested illegally was en- 
titled to his discharge. 

Jlr. Courtney said the prisoner w;is ac- 
cused of a mi.sdemeanor. This man w.as 
caiiglit ill the very nctofsupplyingliquorto 
Indians and ho (Mr. Courtney) would ap- 
jily for a remand until Monda^. The man 
can give good security. 

The Court to Mr. Davie— I wish to 
know on what authority you doniand his 
discharge? 

Mr. Davie— Under tlio Indian Act a 
conslable is authorised in certain cases to 
arrest an Indian without warrant but not 
to a wiiite man. The prisoner hero has 
been arrested without warrant and is 
coiisoquently illegally detained. 

Tho prinoiior immediately took tho hint, 
loft tho dock and had a scufilo with the 
police; ho tried to leave tho Court, but 
was forced back into tho dock. 

The information was then read and 
Playfair was charged with supplying an 
intoxicant to Lucy, an Indian. 

Magistrate — Tho party is now before 
mo and I must proceed with the case. 
Tho responsibility of arresting the man 
rests with the police. 

j\Ir. Davie— Tho party is not properly 
before the Court, thoreforo tho Court 
cannot remand the prisoner. However, 
if your honor will permit him to go out 
on his own recognizance I shall be satis- 
fied. 

The Court — As thoro seems to bo some 
informality in the .arrest — 

Mr, Courtney — Oh! your Honor will 
not admit tho prisoner out without giving 
security for his reappearance. 

Inspector Todd — If your honor lets him 
out ho may bo able to sell enough whis- 
key during the day to pay — 

Mr. Courtney — I .^m conducting this 
case — 

Magistrate — I will admit tho prisoner 
to bail, himself in §100 and one surety in 
§100, and he is to appear hero on Monday 
next. 

Sam, a Bella Bella Indian, charged 
with having an intoxicant in his posaes- 
sion. 

Couiistablo Loutotte found tho bottle 
in his possession and produced it in Court.

Side'walk 3By-laur. 

Tho now Municipal By-law confers on 
the Mayor and Council full power to reg- 
ulate sidewalks and footpaths within the 
corporate liiriits. After ten days' notice 
should an owner of jjroportj' fail to re- 
pair or alter a sidewalk abutting on his 
property, the work may bo dono by 
tho city and the cost thereof assessed 
against the [iroporty. It is further 
provided that every "wooden side- 
walk shall be constructed of lA 
inch planks 10 inches wide and uniformly 
sawn with bearings of 4x4 inches, cross 
bearings where retpiired and cedar posts 
placed on ailla 12.\12x3 inches. If the 
sidewalk docs not exceed six feet in width 
it shall liiivo three bearers; if it exceeds 
six feet and docs not exceed ten feet it 
shall have five bearers; all such bearings 
to 1)0 jiiopeily braced with 4xl| inch 
scantling. All planking shall bo nailod 
with 4h inch nails, two nails to each bear- 
ing; and all posts, sills and braces shall 
bo properly nailed. Tho heads of all 
nails shall be driven in one-fourth of an 
inch below the surface of plank." 

A FoKciiiLK Argc.mhnt. — Rather an 
amusing scene transpired in the Police 
Court yesterday morning. Mr. Theo. 
Davio appeared in defence of ono Wil- 
liam Playfair, who stood in the dock 
charged with supplying Indians with 
whiskey. In the course of his argument 
tho counsel said, that tho~ arrest |)oing 
illegal the prisoner would havo been 
wholly justified in resisting capture with 
force. To the surprise of every ono tho 
prisoner becamo so impressed with 
the force of his advocatos's argu- 
ment that he actually clambered out 
of the dock and laid violent hands 
on two of the police ofHcors who 
stood near. After a short struggle h© was 
replaced in tho dock. It ia not often 
that the olot|uenco of a counsel carries 
aw.ay his client. After h.aving been ad- 
mitted to bail on the charge of whiskey 
selling, Playfair was arrested on a war- 
rant for assaulting tho police officers.
